A copy of the
resolution establishing such franchise, directing its sale, and setting forth the type and provisions of such
franchise is filed herewith as a part hereof.

There is a demand and need for continued natural gas service for the City.

WHEREFORE, Applicant respectfully requests the Commission to enter a certificate of public
convenience and necessity authorizing Applicant to bid on the aforesaid natural gas franchise and, if it is
awarded such franchise, to operate the natural gas distribution system pursuant to such francnise. A copy
of the franchise, if awarded to Applicant, will be filed with the Commission.
